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How Much Will You Spend? 


A record budget of $1,565,157.11 is presented to 
the citizens of Andover for their consideration at the 
coming town meeting. The amount they vote to spend 
will have a direct bearing on the tax rate, at present 


$44. 


Of the large sum requested $1,354,355.11 is for 
carrying on the work of the various town departments 
for the coming year, and $210,802 is sought in spe- 
cial articles for numerous projects and town improve- 
ments. 


The finance committee has made a study of the 
budget with the department heads and reports that 
from the standpoint of efficient operation and the 
proper upkeep of the town’s properties very little 
can be shaved from their requests. 


Even with their every desire to achieve true econ- 
omy they find they have to approve $1,492,885.11 of 
the requests which would mean a $2 increase in the 
present tax rate, 

The Andover Taxpayers’ association has also in- 
vestigated the budget requests and notes that each 
$22,000 voted this year represents about $1 on the 
tax rate. It further states that the 1950 tax rate was 
$36 and if it reaches $46 it will mean you have had 
an increase in three years of almost 28 percent in 
spite of an increase in valuations and a large in- 
crease in taxable property. 


Final decision is up to the voters. Although 8060 
persons are eligible to attend and participate in the 
voting, the town meeting next Monday night, if it is 
like those of recent years, will see only about 15 
percent of that number present and making the de- 
cisions.

and voting or will you be with the 85 percent who 
will stay at home and ‘‘let George do it.”’
